TO ADJUST A LL

Miners Expected to Insist on Contin­ 


uance of Present Wage Agreement 
and Six Hour Day 


Ch icago, Oct. 30— Strikes in th e 
coal industry will be unh eard of in 
th e future if plans to be laid before 
th e conference of miners and oper­ 
ators h ere Nov. 14 materialize. 
Th e strike prevention committee, 
consisting of th irty operators, and 
th irty miners will meet at th e con­ 
g ress h otel to attempt to adjust all 
differences and reach a satisfactory 
agreement wh ich will 
eliminate all 
coal strikes. 
Operators h ave stated th at several 
suggestions will h e offered for th e 
re-organization of th e industry , but 
th at any basis for agreement was 
only tentative and th at th e confer­ 
ence would h ave to th resh th e wh ole 
m atter out. 
Miners were ex pected to insist on 
two issues as a basis for settlement. 
1. Continuance 
of

wage agreement until 
March 
31, 
19 25. Th e present agreement ex pires 
March 31. 19 23. 
2. Establish ment of th e six -h our 
day and th e five-day week.

double time on Sunday s 
and h oliday s. 


Operators are especially interest­ 
ed in reorganization plan-. One fac ­ 
tion is to launch a figh t to eliminate 
national agreements in th e 
future.
